EXCHANGE OF MUTILATED 
PAPER CURRENCY 


Lawfully held paper currency 
~ of the United States (including 
national bank notes and Fed- 
eral Reserve bank notes in 
process of retirement and Fed- 
eral Reserve notes) when not 
so mutilated that less than 
three-fifths of the original 
proportions remain, will be 
exchanged at its face amount. 
Such lawfully held paper cur- 
rency, when so mutilated that 
less than three-fifths but 
clearly more than two-fifths 
of the original proportions re- 
main, is exchangeable only by 
the Treasurer of the United 
States, 


chat it may be exchanged at 
face amount upon compliance 
with the provisions of the fol- 
lowing paragraph. Fragments 
not clearly more than two- 
fifths are not exchangeable, 
unless accompanied by the 
evidence required in the fol- 
lowing paragraph. 

Fragments less than three- 
fifths, when identifiable as to 


denomination, kind, and gen- | 


uineness, are exchangeable at 
the face amount of the whole 
note, only by the Treasurer of 
the United States, when ac- 
companied by due satisfactory 
proof that the missing por- 
tions have been totally de- 
stroyed. This proof should be 
in the form of an affidavit 
from the owner setting forth 
that he is the owner and the 
cause and manner of destruc- 
tion: If, however, the owner 
cannot of his own knowledge 
swear to the facts as to de- 
struction, an affidavit or affi- 
davits from any other person 
or persons having knowledge 
of the facts will also be re- 
quired. 

Charred fragments which can 
be identifiable may be redeem- 
able, but ashes are worthless

Canadian 


Silver Dollars 


by Mrs. Jack Marles 
One of the most popular ser- 

ies of Canadian coins are the 

silver dollars. Possibly one of 


the reasons for its popularity | 


is the attractiveness of the de- 
signs. 
obverse types with the heads 


There are three basic | 


of the reigning monarchs be- | 


ing featured: King George V 


| (1935-1936), King George VI 
| (1937-1952), and Queen Eliza- 
| beth II (1953-1955). The re- 


verse designs include the cen- 
tre block of the federal gov- 
ernment parliament buildings 


ating the visit of King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth (now 
' the Queen Mother); the “Ma- 
thew,” the ship of the explorer 
John Cabot, depicted on the 
1949 dollar to commemorate 
the entry of Newfoundland in- 
to Confederation during that 
year as the tenth Canadian 
province; and the scene de- 
picted on all other years, 
namely that of French-Cana- 
dian voyagers, paddling a 
canoe. 

Possibly another reason for 
the popularity of the Canadian 
silver dollars amongst collec- 
tors is the relatively low cost 
at which a complete series may 
be obtained. There are 19 rec- 
ognized varieties in all, minted 
in the years 1935 to 1939 and 
again from 1945 to date. Cat- 
alogue value of the entire ser- 
ies possibly reflects general 
current underpricing of Can- 
adian coins in that it totals 
only $103.00 in uncirculated 
condition. 

The silver dollars have been 
minted in comparatively small 
quantities ranging from a low 
of 18,780 to a high of 1,363,816. 
Although these coins are not 
generally used in ordinary cir- 
culation, they are in demand 
for souvenirs, presentations 
and gifts. It is interesting to 
note that the first silver dol- 
lar was struck in 1935 to com- 
|memorate the _ twenty-fifth 
|year of the reign of King 
|George V_ (Silver Jubilee). 
| While it was not the original 
intention of the Canadian gov- 
ernment to produce silver dol- 
lars in subsequent years, the 
Silver dollar’s popularity re- 
| sulted in a decision to continue 
| striking these highly attractive 
coins.
